Three original production num- 
bers were written by students. The 
music was one of the best fea- 
tures of the show with over 17 
songs being presented. The 10 piece 
band of Queen's musicians added n 
professional touch to the show as 
they played the score written by a 
former Quecnsman. 

After a series of individual re- 
hearsals the Revue was whipped 
into shape with final touches added 
during the last week of rehearsals. 
The stage sets were simple yet 
surprisingly effective. 'Costuming 
especially in the girls' choruses 
was colourful. The stage crew had 
the sets changed in under two 
minutes and the eleven scenes 
flowed smoothly. According to the 
Kingston Whig Standard the sho.v 
"Attained the spirit of a Broad- 
way show . . . entertaining, polish- 
ed, and interesting performance." 

The choruses were .divided into a 
short and a precision as well as a 
mixed chorus.

Evans Scores 
UofT Legion 
Political Policy

The University of Toronto Branch 
of the Canadian Legion has been 
rapped by the president of the Pro- 
vincial Legion concerning a re- 
solution adopted at a meeting last 
week. E. S. Evans, provincial 
Legion head, stated that the re- 
solution "against the raising of any 
political controversy, including nnti' 
communism, as an issue concern- 
ing the Canadian Legion," was very 
definitely against the policy of the 
Canadian Legion. 

Mr. Evans went on to say that 
Communists were not eligible for 
membership In the Canadian 
Legion. Some Communists had be- 
come members, he pointed out, but 
these "were not permitted to re- 
main" once their affiliations had 
become evident. 

A snap check of Legion member.^ 
at the University of Toronto showed' 
however, that most support the 
stand taken by H. B. Vernor, pre- 
sident of the campus group. He 
stated that he did not mean "that 
we arc opposing the Ontario Com- 
mand, but arc simply stating our 
point of view publicly." This point 
of view may be summed up in the 
words of one Legion member, who 
was entirely in accord with the 
sentiments of the resolution: "Our 
main contribution should be con- 
sideration of veterans' problems 
which arc certainly very pressing 
right now."

The McGill Chess Club started 
functioning this year for | the first 
time since 1943. As a consequenco 
the Club has had to start from 
well-nigh scratch. As one can seo 
from the chess relics lying around 
the Union Reading Room, chess at 
McGill must have enjoyed far 
happier times. Still, with increased 
enthusiasm in chess in nearly all 
universities on this continent, it 
is hoped that McGill will be in

Gordon Fox has turned in the most 
outstanding performance.

College life today makes many 
demands upon the student that it 
did not make in earlier years. A 
generation or more ago every stu- 
dent came to college for the prim- 
nry purpose of acquiring an educa- 
tion. There were few outside in- 
terests tn district his attention, but 
the situation is quite different 
today. 

On this campus alone, there arc 
more than one hundred clubs, 
societies and athletic teams, oil 
templing and encouraging the stir- 
dent to take part in their activi- 
ties. 

The situation was recognized as 
early as 1003 wiien Woodrow Wil- 
son, writing in Scribner's magazine, 
noted that "the side shows arc so 
numerous, so diverting — so import- 
ant, if you will— that they have 
swallowed up the circus, and those 
who perform in the main tent must 
often whistle for their audiences, 
discouraged and humiliated." But 
the "side shows" were relatively 
few in Wilson's day compared with 
the number at present. 

Many educators choose to attri- 
bute the increase in the number 
of extra-curricular activities large- 
ly to the trend of mass education. 
They point out that these activities 



have multiplied as an increasing 
number of persons have enrolled 
in educational institutions who arc 
not primarily interested In learn- 
ing. The need for an outlet for the 
engcries of these people has been 
found in athletics, fraternities, 
social amusements, student politics 
and numerous other "energy-con- 
suming agencies." 

In many ways, this claim is justi- 
fied. It is reasonable, and docs 
apply. But there Is the suggestion 
that this situation is undcsircablc 
and operates to the disadvantage 
of the university and its students. 

To this suggestion, we would 
take strong objection. It is true 
that there arc extreme cases where 
the student docs not budget his 
lime in such a way as to get the 
most out of his college experiences; 
he dissipates his energies and ne- 
glects the necessary preparation for 
classroom instruction. But this is 
not the normal case. 

Most of the extra - curricular 
activities have educational value. 
They help the student to find him- 
self, to measure his ability, and to 
co-ordinate • his efforts. Much of 
the leadership that appears in the 
social and political life of the 



Dominion had its origin in some of 
these organizations. 

However, we must recognize that 
to some extra-curricular activities 
have proven Incompatible to sound 
learning. We all know of some 
student who appears to have come 
to college this session just to play 
bridge, to take an example, or to 
take part in the activities of the 
such-and-such organization. 

For them, there is but one solu- 
tion. ;It Is not too late for any 
student to save his year, if he 
realizes it now and buckles down 
to work. There arc about two 
months left, and if he transfers to 
his studies the time he has alloc- 
ated to his activities, he will pass. 

A student who fails his year be- 
cause he has abandoned his studies 
for an extra-curricular activity is 
chalking up a black mark against 
his club, not to mention the dis- 
credit he is causing himself. So, 
to those of us to whom this would 
apply, let's knuckle down— NOW! 
You can't take part in extra- cur- 
ricular activities if you're not at 
college! 

And long live the clubs and 
societies'— F.C.

A statement in the McGill Daily 
issue of January the 28th, in an 
article by John Rowe and Vince 
Goring reads as follows: "On the 
one hand . . . the Roman Catholic 
Church with its strongest grip on 
the poorest and most backward and 
and'fcudallstic areas favors capital- 
ism because it is the essential pre- 
requisite to the spiritual corpora- 
tive state". The church does not 
favor capitalism: the church is not 
the judge of what is the proper 
economic system; it must content 
itself with condemning what is an 
injustice to the individual and try 
to rectify the abuses of the system. 
H has consistently attacked the 
pure economic liberalism of the 
XlXth century, as it constituted a 
grave injustice to the worker. It 
has favoured if not created the doc- 
trine of the "just salary" by which 
when the market price of labour is 
too low the employer must grant 
his workers at least the minimum 
wage necessary to live decently, 
and, thus elevate the market price 
of labour according to the profits 
of his own enterprise. But the 
question of the advisability of capi- 
talism at any particular time is out 
of its jurisdiction and is left to the 
citizen. 

• But capitalism in practice has 
outgrown its purely theoretical 
description: competition is out, the 
small industrial establishment is 
progressively disappearing before 
the trust, and the disequilibrium 
between the upper brackets and 
the lower ranks will have the 
effect of breaking the bonds of the 
corporation which holds them to- 
gether. What solution will be of- 
fered? The taking over of the 
management of these companies 
by the government; or simply the 
timid closing of the eyes to the 
problem, or as a third solution, the 
democratization of the economy 
through the people themselves.

The Gateway commends the Edu- 



cation Undergraduate Society on the 
U. of Alberta campus for refusing 
to distribute the pamphlet: "The 
Communist Threat to Canada," pub- 
lished by the Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce. Reasons for commen- 
dations: protecting the unbiased at- 
titude of a true university, and pro- 
tecting themselves from further 
propaganda and political' attacks. 
The same situation exists in the 
Maritimes in a different form. The 
same source is getting its anti-red 
propaganda aired over local radio 
stations— free.

gesimo anno, the two most im- 
portant social encyclicals give us 
the Christian slant which must be 
taken at such a problem. They are 
not a complete recipe, but contain 
the basic principles upon which a 
reorganization of the present social 
and economic system must be made. 

These encyclicals do not leave 
everything to be done to the state 
but propose to each citizen a task 
in which to participate. Giving the 
state loo much power has the same 
effect as letting the capitalists get 
away with the control of the whole 
economy. Both situations create a 
lopsidedncss In responsibilities. In 
the first case, the capitalist will 
take all the responsibilities, but 
only in his own interest, while in 
the second case the state will 
cither administer badly and state 
enterprises will end' up in deficit, 
or it will administer dictatorially, 
which is necessary if the state is 
to do everything, so that the in- 
dividual will be crushed by. a 
government in which he has no 
voice, as is the cose In the U.S.S.R. 
There must be a way to conciliate 
the liberty of the Individual and 
the need for an economy béné- 
ficient to all. 

Against the power and stress 
of the liberal economy have risen 
labor unions. At the beginning 
they were merely a means of de- 
fence of the workers against em- 
ployers, and concerned with proper 
working conditions and wages. But 
it is forsceablc that they will not 
limit their activities to these fund- 
amentals in the future. 

Similarity of work, of habits and 
tastes and interests and of ideals 
must necessarily create a strong 
spiritual community. By their 
logical evolution they will not 
simply remain means of economic 
defence, but will become essential 
social units. If consumers' co- 
operatives facilities arc created, if

educational facilities are provided 
for the workers as well as for 
common recreational and religious 
activities, the labour unions will 
inevitably become the most im- 
portant social units in the state. 
The parish or the ward which havo 
been the administrative, politiccl ! 
and religious units within the state, 
Will be replaced by a similar in- 
stitution on the industrial level. 
The next step after this will be 
the elimination of private indus- 
trial ownership to the benefit of , 
these co-operative or corporative 
groups. 

On the farmers side we should i 
witness a simjlar process of unifl- ! 
cation or collectivization of the 
means of production and distribu- 1 
lion. Expensive machinery, butter 
and milk cooperatives, marketing 
of products of a district should be 
organized on a collective basis. Co- 
operatives of production should be 
set up to enable the farmers to dis- 
pose of their products without their 
.passing through intermediaries. 

In the field of credit, the 
"people's bank" or caisses popu- 
laires adrcady provide credit to 
individuals in communities where 
they are known as responsible citi- 
zens and not merely as capable of 
providing collateral. 

The experiment of the "Pécheurs 
Unis" de Gaspe Is the most daring 
in this field of cooperative en- 
deavours. They were poor and ex- 
ploited by the company which 
handled their fish. They have now 
set up their own canning and pro- 
cessing plants and have organised 
their industry on a cooperative 
basis so as to provide for equal 
benefit to all fishermen who wish 
to use the facilities. 

Of course if such a social and 
economic organisation ever came 
into being the rights of the stale 
would not be denied, the right to 
regulate the economy for the bene- 
fit of all, to run the public utili- 
ties and other industries of a gen- 
eral usefulness to the population. 

In such a society, the means of 
production and distribution would 
be operated not in the interest of 
a small clique, but for the general 
benefit, nor would these means of 
obtaining material happiness be 
under the subjection of too power- 
ful a government, over which the 
individual has practically no in- 
fluence. The economy would be 
democratic as it would be con- 
trolled from the bottom and not 
from the top. Of course this collect- 
ive, co-operative, or corporative 
state calls for more than mob rule 
for its conquest, and dictatorship 
for its operation. It calls for an 
enlightened and responsible 
citizenry which we hope can exist.
